46 ARE INDICTED 
IN SMASH-UP OF 
$20,000,000 
‘NARCOTICS RING 


‘They Are Charged With 
Conspiracy to Import. 


Are Named as Co- 


conspirators. 


* NEW YORK, Sept. 4 (AP) — 
An international ring—said to 
have been smuggling up to $20,- 
000,000 worth of narcotics into 
this country annually since 1950 
was reported smashed today. 
A federal indictment, dé; 
turned Aug. 27 but kept se 
until today to permit arrests, 
aaaed 46 persons as defendants, 
Sixteen others named as co-con- 
spirators but not indicted are 
possible Government witnesses. 
Federal agents seemingly 
were having trouble rounding 
up those indicted. The last re- 
bi wag that only nine had 


apprehended. 

Monthly Imports. 
. Authorities said the ring each 
month had brought in from 
France and other foreign coun- 
tries approximately 50 pounds 
of. heroin alone, plus huge 
amounts of cocaine and opium, 
for distribution in the United 
States. 

Head of the operation was 
Harry Stromberg of New York, 
Who was the ring’s “over-all 
director” for more than 25 
years, a Government § spokes- 
man said. Stromberg has not 
been apprehended. 

In furtherance of the con- 
spiracy, the indictment said, 
Stromberg paid $40,000 to 
Nathan Behrman in a New 
York City bar March 26, 1954. 
Subsequently, it was charged, 
Stromberg received sums total- 
ing $75,000 from Anthony Vel- 
Tucci, named as a ¢o-conspir- 
ator. : 

Behrman, named as a de- 
fendant, is in the state* prison 
in Attica, N.Y., where he is on a 
20-year sentence for illegal 
possession of narcotics in 1955. 

Intensive’ Investigation. 

“This indictment is the result 
of an intensive follow-up in- 
vestigation predicated on the 
largest. seizures of heroin and 
prepared opiunr ever made in 
the continental United States,” 
United States Attorney Paul W. 
Williams said. 

“This indictment exposes 
what the government considers 
to be a complete international 
narcotics smuggling and distrib- 
uting organization, from the 

hasing group in France to 

e financial backers in the 
United States, and it includes 
the importers and the local and 
a wholesale _ distribu- 
ors” 

The scope of the investigatory 
net was far-reaching and United 
States agents utilized the, facili- 
ties of the French police, Scot- 
land Yard, and police agencies 
in Italy, Belgium, Germany, 
Turkey, Cuba, Mexico, Venezue- 
la, and*‘ the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, Williams said. 

The ring used many “under- 
handed” methods in its opera- 
tions and an untold number of 
customs inspectors were ‘“‘cor- 
rupted” by it, in agreeing to 
facilitate the smuggling of nar- 
cotics through the port of New 
York, Williams asserted. Those 
inspectors have since been dis- 
charged, he added. They were 
not identified. 

3 Former Customs Men. 

A list of defendants released 
in Washington by the Justice 
Department naméd three as for- 
mer customs inspectors. They 
were listed as Herman Samnick 
of Queens, N.Y., Benjamin Danis 
of Brooklyn and Saul Snyder 
of Queens. 

The Washington list said Sam- 
nick formerly was stationed at 
Idlewild airport. It did inot 
name the stations of the other 
two. x»

ENTERED NAVY 
AS A SEAMAN 


Herbert Pulitzer was born in 
New York Nov. 20, 1895. He 
was the seventh and last child 
and the third son of the first 
Joseph Pulitzer, founder of the 
Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World. Upon completion of his 
primary education he attended 
St. Mark’s School at South- 
borough, Mass., and subsequent- 
ly went to Harvard University, 
where he studied for two years. 

Before the outbreak of World 
War I, Mr. Pulitzer foresaw the 
possibility of American involve- 
ment and took private flying 
instruction with a view to enter- 
ing the United States Army Air 
Corps. Though awarded an “ex- 
pert aviator’s” ‘license by the 
Aero Club of America, he was 
accepted for only limited serv-

Upon returning — Europe 
he went to work as a reporter 
for the New York Evening 
World covering routine assign- 
ments such as City Hall and 
ship news. Later, in the early 
20s, he went to Russia as a 
special correspondent for the 
Evening World. He was one of 
the few Americans to observe 
at first hand the operations of 
Lenin's NEP, or New Economic 
Policy, but his articles for the

U.S. CIVILIAN PAYROLL HITS 
TOTAL OF $11,000,474,000 


Employes " 1957 Total 2,394,099 
Against 2,364,042 
in 1956. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (UP) 
—Salaries of federal civilian 
employes reached a record total 
of $11,000,474,000 in the fiscal 
year 1957 which ended June 30, 
a congressional committee re- 
ported today. 

This did not include $215,- 
000,000 paid to foreign na 
tionals, according to the joint 
committee on reduction of non- 
essential federal expenditures. 
The regular payroll total was 
about $500,000,000 higher than 
in fiscal 1956. 

Civilian employment by the. 
Federal Government in fiscal 
1957 averaged 2,394,099, as com- 
pared with 2,364,042 in the pre- 
vious year. The number also 
continued to increase as the 
current fiscal jear_ started, 
showing a 6274 rise in July over

Residents Plan to.

Investigations by Navy, St. 
Louis county and McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp. representatives 
were announced today into the 
crash and explosion of a blazing 
Navy jet fighter plane which 
destroyed two homes in Berke- 
ley py oe damaged others follow- 
ing take-off from Lambert- 
st re Field late yesterday. 

The pilot, Lt. John R. Ren- 
shaw of the Naval Air Test Cen- 
ter at Patuxent, Md., who re- 
mained at the controls of the 
burning craft in an apparent 
desperate effort to reach open 
ground, died in the crash. He 
was the only fatality. Occupants 
of the two houses were not at 
home when the plane crashed. 

St. Louis County Coroner 
Raymond I. Harris announced 
he planned to call a jury of 
aviation experts for an inquest 
he will conduct next week. “We 
hope to find some way to avoid 
such accidents,” Harris said. 

A board of officers represent- | 
ing the Ninth Naval District 
will conduct a separate inquiry, 
in which the McDonnell Corp., 
makers of the F3H2N Demon 
fighter, was expected to join. 

Some Pian to Sell Homes. 


Residents of Berkeley, east of 
the airport, and of other nearby 
residential areas have com- 
plained about jet military oper- 
ations at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field for years. Following yes- 
terday’s crash, some Berkeley 
residents said they planned to 
sell their homes and move else- 
where. 

Lt. Renshaw, who flew here 
from Patuxent . yesterday to 
pick up equipment for the 
Demon at the McDonnell plant, 
was cleared for take-off shortly 
before 5 p.m., heading south

The contro] tower called the 
pilot, advising him of the fire, 
and received a brief acknowl- 
edgement. The airport was im- 
mediately cleared for an emer- 
gency, and Lt. Renshaw was 
notified he could land on any 
runway. 

The plane continued to climb 
to a height of 500 feet, and the 
pilot turned toward the left. 
About a mile east and south of 
the field, the plane lost altitude 
and crashed in a neighborhood 
of small homes in Berkeley. 

Torn From Foundation. 

The flaming jet crashed into 
the five-room frame home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Raymond J. 
Meyer, 5202 Ruth avenue. The 
house, torn from its foundation, 
was hurled into the adjoining 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 


T. Schneider, at 5206 Ruth. Both 


dwellings were enveloped in 
blazing jet fuel and destroyed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Meyer were 
driving in Middléway avenue 
when they 
heard the crash and saw a 
column of black smoke. 

“The Lord was with us,” 
Meyer, a construction worker, 
told reporters. “I had to work 
10 minutes overtime and was 
late picking up my wife at her 
office on Delmar boulevard. 
Ordinarily I would have been 
in the shower and my wife 
would have been getting dinner 
at the time the crash oc- 
curred.” Meyer, who had driven 
home in his pickup truck, lost 


two automobiles in the fire. 


Visiting Relatives. 


Schneider, who operates a 
home-improvements contracting 
business, was at his office, 6136 
Wells avenue, Wellston, and his 
wife and their three children 
were visiting relatives in Jen- 
nings. Notified of the crash by 
police, they hurried to the 
scene. Schneider told neighbors,

AIRPORT LIKELY 
10 BE DELAYED

Plans to Take Jet Fly- 


Field May Be Held) 
Up Indefinitely.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—In- 
dications of an indefinite delay 
in construction of a proposed | 
new all-military airport for the | 
St. Louis area were contained 
in an ‘amnouncement by the 
Navy today which called atten- | 
tion to recent cuts in defense 
spending. | 

Meanwhile, residents of the | 
St. Louis area, _ particularly 
those in the vicinity of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, renewed 
demands for removal of mili- 
tary and jet testing operations 
from the field after the crash 
of a Navy jet fighter yesterday 
near the field. It was the third 
fatal crash of a jet military 
aircraft in the vicinity in. the 
last 26 months. 


County Resolution Drafted. 


At Clayton, St. Louis County 
Supervisor Luman F. Matthews 
directed preparation of a res- 
olution for introduction today 
in the St. Louis County Coun- 
cil strongly urging military au- | 
thodities to expedite selection 
of a site for a second airport. 

Recalling previous crashes in 
the neighborhood of the airport, 
the resolution said a second air- 
port was necessary to minimize 
the danger to the people of St. 
Louis county and “to prevent 
recurrence of the tragedy that 
took place yesterday.” 

The resolution directed that 
a copy be sent to the Secretary | 
of Defense and to the Congres- | 
sional delegation from St. Louis | 
county, as well as Senators 
Stuart Symington and Thomas | 
C. Hennings Jr., urging them to | 
use their official power to speed | 
up selection and construction 
of a secondary airport for mili- 
tary purposes. 


“We had better do something 
before we have a major dis- 
aster such as. we might have 
had yesterday if those two 
houses had been occupied,” 
Matthews said. -Two houses 
were completely destroyed by 
the crash. 

A Navy spokesman told the 
Post-Dispatch that plans for a 
second airport for military use 
are “currently undergoing high- 
level review in the light of cur- 
rent economic restrictions.” 

Appropriations Cut. 
Navy sources made it clear 
the proposed airport, which was 
recommended as.a means of re- 
lieving congestion at Lambert 
Field, may not be built in the 
near future because of Congres- 
sional reductions in President 
Eisenhower's defense appropria- 
tion requests. 

Mr. Eisenhower had asked 
for $36,128,000,000 in new de- 
fense money for the current | 
fiscal year. Congress voted $33,- | 
759,850,000, a reduction of more | 
than $2, 300,000,000.

ond airport. , 
However, the presence of 


such a strip in an outlying area 
would not mean the end of jet 
take-offs and landings at Lam- 
bert Field since the planes pro- 
duced in the McDonnell Air- 
craft Corp. factory there m 
be flown to the test site. Some 
will be returned to the factory 
for modification. Nevertheless, 
the number of landings and 
take-offs would be materially 
weduced by a transfer of all 
military flights to another site. 
Meanwhile, Mayor ‘Clement 
E. Helmsing of Ferguson, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis County 
League of Municipalities, said 
there he would ask the gue 
to look into the status of plans 
for a second military airport 
and to urge that military and 
test operations be removed | 
from Lambert Field as soon as 
possible.

Earlier Crashes. 

The two earlier fatal crashes | 
near the St. Louis airport oc- | 
curred on July 7, 1955, and 
Sept. 24, 1955. In the first 
accident, Albert Seawall Jr., a 
McDonnell-test pilot, was killed 
when his Demon fighter crashed 
on the grounds of nearby Belle- 
rive Country Club. 

The second accident involved 
a Grumman Panther F9F which 
struck near Florissant road and 
U.S. Highway 66, killing its 
pilot, Comdr. Joseph F. Farley, 
aircraft maintenance offieer at 
the Lambert Naval Air Station. 

In addition to these, there 
have been a number of crashes 
and emergency landings in | 
which pilots were uninjured or 
suffered only minor mishaps. 

On. Jan. 25, 1956, Maj. Roy 
H. MeDonald of the Marine 
Corps Reserve crashed his jet 
fighter into a barn, a house and 
several automobiles ‘in the 3600 
block of Elsa avenue, Overland. 
No one was injured, however. 

A few months later, April 11, 
1956, Lt. T. N. O’Neil of the 
Naval Air Base at Patuxent, 
Md., where yesterday’s ill-fated 
plane also was based, narrowly 
escaped injury when he made a 
short landing at Lambert Field. 
The plane caught fire when the 
undercarriage was smashed but 
the flames were quickly extin- 
guished. j ; 

Other Incidents in Area. 

Other incidents in which 
some pilots were killed and 
others had narrow escapes at 
the airport and in the metro- 
politan St. Louis area follow: 

Aug. 13, 1953, Lt, Frank M. 
Posch erash landed his Navy 
Banshee at. Lambext after fire 
broke out on take-off, He was 
uninjured. 

March 9, 1954, Gilbert B. 
North, a McDonnell test pilot, 
bailed out his Demon fighter 
after it exploded over Wash- 
ington, Mo. He suffered burns. 

March 17, 1954, McDonnell 
test pilot Chester Braun made 
an, emergency landing of his 
Navy Demon at Lambert Field 
after his engine failed at 17,000 
feet over St. Charles county.

had no reason to develop his 
skills. And because he had 
no trained skills, he could not 
break into the skilled trades.” 


Conder told the delegates: 

“In my opinion the soundest 
way to improve the status of 
any major group is first to 
identify the areas of prime eco- 
nomic need that are clearly 
shaping up for the years imme- 
diately ahead and then to do 
everything possible to help pre- 
pare the membefs of the group 
to meet those needs. 

“And if it is true that the 
need for people with skills and 
training and education is as 
great as it appears to be, the 
sound course for Negro lead- 
ers is to give maximum a" 
agement to their people in 
curing the necessary education 
and training to fill that need. , .” 


Negroes’ Gains in Labor. 


Huhndorff said that Negroes 
“have gained more acceptance 
and made more progress in a 
shorter period of time in the 
labor movement than they have 
in any other institution in 
American life.” He added this 
did not mean that prejudice no 
longer existed in some seg- 
ments, but “the walls of preju- 
dice are tumbling down.” 

Conder said that over the 
next 10 to 20 years, “the basic 
fact to keep in mind is that 
the country as a whole will be 
hard pressed to find enough 
people to do its work.”

Handicap. 

Stassen’s attitude could, in 
fact, be described as almost de- 
spairing as he talked in strictest 
privacy of his difficulties. If 
you deliberately want to prevent 
achieving any arms agreement, 
he told at least two persons with 
whom he talked, then you do 
the following: 

1. You make your proposals 
so complicated and so far 
reaching that the other side 
is almost certain to reject 
them. 

2. You impose on the ne- 
gotiator the necessity to check 
and recheck with officials 
back home before he can ad- 
vance another step in the ne- 
gotiations. In other words, you 
make it as difficult as pos- 
sible to carry on a frank 
face-to-face discussion on the 
terms of a disarmament 
agreement. 

3. You tolerate, if you do 
not actively encourage, offi- 
cials who say publicly that 
there is no possibility of get- 
ting a disarmament agree- 
ment and that an agreement 
would in any event be un- 
workable if not undesirable. 

While Stassen was careful 
even in his confidential talks 
not to place specific blame on 
officials of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, he left no doubt 
that he felt he had been under 
a grave ‘handicap during the 
London talks. On each of these 
three points he might have been 
pointing the finger at a dozen 
or more top military and civi- 
lian policy-makers in Washing- 
ton, but he has suffered par- 
ticularly with respeet to points 
2 and 3 


Authority Taken Away. 
His authority in London has 
been progressively cut out from 
. under him in recent months as 


disagreements over the Ameri- 
can position developed within 
the Administration. Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
succeeded in having Stassen’s 
base of operating transferred 
from the White House to the 
State Department and he has 
never lost an opportunity to 
say thé decisions being taken 
are his and the President’s. A 
month ago Dulles flew to Lon- 
don to mastermind the effort to 
get agreement of the Western 
allies on an arms stand. 


On one other score, too, Stas- 
sen was remarkably frank. He 
readily conceded that the dras- 
tic economy cutbacks in the De- 
partment ef Defense were mak- 
ing his position more difficult. 
He expressed the fear that to 
the Soviets this seemed to be 
unilateral disarmament on 
America’s part. Therefore they 
would feel under no compulsion 
4o make concessions in order 
to reach an agreement. 


One official with whom Stas- 
sen talked said his impression 
was of a man put out on the 
firing line in an exposed posi- 
tion with little support from 
the rear because he was entire- 
ly expendable. Stassen himself 
may have come to fee] that he 
is a kind of sacrificial lamb in 
the disarmament exercise. 

Optimism Causes Jokes. 

His persistent optimism is the 
source of much wry humor here 
with the cynics saying that 
there is nothing left of the dis- 
armament talks but Harold Stas- 
sen’s grin and even that, like 
the grin of the Cheshire cat in 
Alice in Wonderland, is rapidly 
fading. « 

Two forthcoming develop- 
ments are likely to put the 
arms talks—and Stassen’s posi- 
tion—in a new light. The Ad- 
ministration is said to have re- 
versed its original position and 
to be ready now to meet the 
Soviets head-on over disarma- 
ment in the United Nations.

“IT am for moderation,” he has 
said, “but I am for progress.” 
And there has been progress 
toward integration. Whether 
there would be much more if 
he spoke out forcefully for in- 
tegration is one of the wn- 
knowns of history. 


Use of Patience Again. 


He used his patience again 
yesterday when Arkansas Gov. 
Orval Faubus blocked a federal 
court order to integrate Little 
Rock’s Central High School by 
ringing it with National Guards- 
men. 

Faubus denied he was defy- 
ing the court and said he called 
out the troops to keep peace 
and order, but he also said his 
action could possibly develop 
into a “south-wide test.” 

' The School Board — which 
had been ordered by United 
States District Judge Ronald N. 
Davies. to integrate the school 
—interpreted Faubus’s use of 
troops as an effort to prevent 
integration and ordered would- 
be Negro students to stay away. 

Only a week ago Faubus had 
asked a state judge to prevent 

. integration at Central High. 

' Mr, Eisenhower was asked

_ ference yesterday. He said the 
Justice Department was _ in-

So the board appealed to the 
judge last night. The judge 
promptly called the Governor’s 
hand—taking him at his spoken 
word.that he was not trying to 
prevent integration—by order- 
ing the board to go ahead and 
register the Negroes. 

This left the next move up to 
the Governor. 


What would Mr. Eisenhower 
do if the Governor defied the 
court? He was not asked about 
it yesterday. But a year ago he 
went as far as he has ever gone 
in explaining what he would do 
if a court were defied. 

He did not actually explain 
what he would do. He simply 
said United States marshals 
could sérve warrants. But how 
the marshals could serve a 
Governor surrounded by troops 
—or force him to appear in 
court—is a problem Mr. Eisen- 
hower has not had to face yet. 


Texas Rangers Called. 

Just a year ago the then 
Texas Governor, Allan Shivers, 
used Texas Rangers at a school 
in Mansfield, Tex., where mobs, 
resisting a court order for in- 
tegration there, assembled to 
keep Negroes away.

Five years ago, to be sure, the 
Chancellor of Germany was en- 
gaged in a day-and-night hag- 
gling match with the Allied 
high commissioners for the 
final, difficult termination of 
Germany’® postwar tutelage. 
And when he received this re- 
porter in 1952, he was visibly a 
very tired man. 

After that, he marched into 
the 1953 elections like a giant 
refreshed. He came out, too, 
with an improbable triumph. 
He achieved an absolute major- 


ity for his Christian Democratic 


party in the face of a complex 
multi-party system carefully de- 
signed to prevent anything of 
the sort. 

Today, the leaders of the op- 
position really appear to be 
deeply afraid that Adenauer 
will now pile the impossible on 
top of the improbable. At any 
rate, a main point in the op- 
position propaganda is a rather 
plaintive argument that it is 
“undemocratic” for any party to 
enjoy an absolute majority— 
which clearly suggests that 
Adenauer may get such major- 
ity for a second time hand-run- 
ning.

Dominant Figure. 

Predicting elections, particu- 
larly other people’s elections, is 
a foolish business. But one can- 
not help being absorbed by this 
German election simply because 
one cannot help being fasci- 
nated by Konrad Adenauer, 
who would still dominate the 
drama, even if he were doomed 
to defeat, 

Outwardly, there is no change 
at all in Adenauer at 81, be- 
yond a certain’ invigoration. He 
is still erect, still brisk in move- 
ment, still given to the same 
curious abrupt gestures, at once 
wooden and commanding. The 
voice is still deep, rather harsh 
and often edged with a biting 
irony. In the broad, seamed 
face the same sharp little eyes 
still peer out upon the world 
with the same mixture of hope 
and scorn, infinite disillusion- 
ment and passionate belief in 
the human future.

If all Germans could vote for Dr. Adenauer as 3 


in an American presidential election, he might 
win by a landslide..

dominate another coalition in Bonn. 

As in the last national campaign in the United

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Third Fatal Warning 

The third fatal crash of a Navy jet plane 
within the St. Louis area, after taking off from 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, is the third warning 
of the seriousness of the hazard.

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When a Record Is Not a Record 


' Among the items that have gone over to the 
second session of the Eighty-fifth Congress is 
an amendment that Senator Neuberger of Ore- 
gon proposes for the Senate rules. 

As it is now, Senators make their speeches 
"on the floor, then go to the official reporter's 
transcript and make wholesale changes in the 
Congressional Record—if it suits them to do so. 
What Senator Neuberger asks in his proposed 
rule change is that the extensive practice of 
tampering with the record, that is, adding whole 
paragraphs or taking’ out things said, be prohib- 
ited by agreement of the Senate. He thinks it 
is proper to correct errors of speech, but im- 
proper to alter the sense to the point of falsify- 
ing what is supposed to be a historical record.

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As the Bell Rings 


The autumnal grand march to school is under 
way, with 43,000,000 marchers. Here is a na- 
tional parade which signifies the vast impor- 
tance of the public school system to the future 
of democracy. But is that how the nation—or 
Congress, or the Administration—regards . the 
march? 

This year, according to Dr. Lawrence G. Der- 
thick, Federal Commissioner of Education, some 
1,769,000 additional pupils must be crowded into 
schools of all kinds. But the shortage of school 
facilities is particularly severe at the elemen- 
tary amd secondary levels. .For here there are 
facilities for 30,000,000 pupils, and there will be 
39,000,000 pupils. 

Where is the country going to put those 


9,000,000 students? The answer, of course, is that - 


they will be put in the same schools that were 
inadequate last year and the year before. 

Such large statistics are presented here by 
way of contrast with a smaller figure: 208 to 
203. This was the narrow margin by. which 
the House defeated a bill for federal aid for 
school construction, after President Eisenhower 
had failed. to heed Minority Leader Martin’s 
warning that a last-ditch effort was required to 
save the bill. That was in July.

In 12 schools, 17 “ungraded” 
classrooms have been added for 
children needing more training 
in fundamental skills and 18 
remedial reading teachers have 
been hired, he said. 

Reporting on the progress of 
school construction, Kottmeyer 
told the teachers that two new 
elementary schools will go into 
service tomorrow. They are 
the 24-room Peabody school at 
1224 South Fourteenth street, 
which will serve the Darst 
Housing project area, and the 
Emerson branch school, 5436 
Bartmer avenue.

1. Adoption of a letter of in-

“The athletic scholarship plan 
is here to stay and the N.C.A.A. 
has. splendid rules,” Faurot 
said, in approving the general 
trend of control over recruit- 
ing. But he cited the need for 
additional “curbs” against those 
who would break the rules. 

The letter. of intent would 
give a coach a chance to turn 
his attention to coaching a few 
weeks before the football sea- 
son begins, Faurot said. 

“As it was during my years 
of coaching, recruiting _ still 
takes 70 per cent of a coach’s 
time and energy,” he remarked. 

In the Big Ten now, financial 
need must be shown by students 
receiving athletic scholarships.

OST of us know that you 

just can’t slap a fresh coat 

of paint over old paint that 
is blistering or has 
chipped off in spots, and come 
out with a good job. We know 
that you have to do a little sur- 
face preparation. When it 
comes to painting unpainted 
wood, however, a lot of us for- 
get all about surface prepara- 
tion and just go ahead and 
paint. Often the result is noth- 
ing to brag about. 

Fresh lumber often is coated 
here and there with grease or 
wax and for this reason you 
should give it a cleaning be- 
fore you attempt to paint. A 


rag dampened in turpentine is . 


fine for this job. If there are 
dirt streaks on the board, wipe 
or sand them away. For knots 
and sappy spots in the wood 
the standard treatment is to 
wipe them. down with turpen- 
tine and then coat with shellac 
or aluminum paint. If you don’t 
do this, the sap may bleed 
through the paint after the 
paint is dry. It the sap appears 
excessive, warm the wood with 
a blow torch. This brings a 
lot of the sap to the surface 
where it can be removed with 
the turpentine. After this, ap- 
ply the shellac or aluminum 
paint. With certain kinds of 
wood there will be a hard 
smooth surface due to the 


In the less expensive grades 
of lumber you may find rough 
spots and edges due to 
incomplete planing in the man- 
ufacturing process. These areas 
will require a little work with 
sandpapér, rasp or even plane
